This 
was the famous "$10,000 a ten- 
tacle” quintopus (an octopus with 5 
tentacles ra&er than 8) bmlt by 
master animator Ray Harryhaus- 
en, and Ray had a field day when 
he turned his monster loose on the 
Golden Gate Bridge, tearing the 
bridge apart like it was made of 
wet spaghetti. It curled ’round the 
Ferry Bldg, clock-tower and made 
mince-meat of mobs on Market 
Street, before being destroyed by a 
radioactive spear. 

Most realistic part of KING 


KONG Vs. GODZILLA was 
the giant octopus, or squid, destroy- 
ed tiie native village. In tiiis CEise 
the creature was real, appearing 
to be huge because the village was 
built in miniature. 

Other great octopusses have done 
their stuff (rough!) in 20,000 LEA- 
GUES UNDER THE SEA, WAKE 
OF THE RED WITCH and— most 
fabulous of them all — in the 1929 
version of Jules Verne’s MYSTER- 
IOUS ISLAND. 

Producer Bert I. Gordon (BIGor- 
don) began going in for things in 
a Big Way in 1957 when he made 
THE CYCLOPS. In this one, Lon 
Chaney Jr. met up not only with 
huge radioactive reptiles, but finally 
a one-eyed giant with a melted face.

Same year, Bert brought to the 
screen the action-packed story of 
THE AMAZING COLOSSAL 
MAN, Col. Glenn Manning, the man 
who was exposed to a plutonium 
bomb blast, and al&o he was given 
up for dead because of lethal bums 
all over his body, he made an as- 
tounding recovery . . . and began to 
grow at the rate of 8 to 10’ a day! 
Manning wasn’t portrayed as a vic- 
ious beast but as a sympathetic 
character who (supposedly) met his 
death by being shot by bazookas 
and falling off Boulder Dam . . . 


after first running wild thru Las 
Vegas. Next year there was a sequel, 
originally titled REVENGE OF 
THE COLOSSAL MAN but finally 
released as WAR OF THE COLOS- 
SAL BEAST. We learned that he 
miraculously survived the fall from 
Boulder Dam but it hideously tore 
& twisted his face. And in kingsize, 
he looked extra ugly. After a battle 
with the army in this one, the Colos- 
sal Man got entangled in a high- 
tension power line and was electro- 
cuted. 

A sequel to THE INCREDIBLE 


SHRINKING MAN, to have been 
called THE FANTASTIC LITTLE 
GIRL, was scheduled for 1958 but 
never materialized. THE FANTAS- 
TIC PUPPET PEOPLE was also 
advertise^, and did appear— but not 
under that name. Let Bert Gordon 
himself explain: "THE FANTAS- 
TIC PUPPET PEOPLE was the or- 
iginal title of the film but was chang- 
ed by ftie releasing company to 
what they considered a more ex- 
ploitable or saleable title, ATTACK 
OF THE PUPPET PEOPLE.” Dogs, 
automobiles, all kinds of ordinary

things to people of ordinary size, 
became menaces to the little people 
of this picture, much as in the new 
television series World of Giants 
where meeting a cat can be a catas- 
trophe — if you’re just bite-size 
mouse-size! 

In ATTACK OF THE 50-FOOT 
WOMAN (Allied 1958), a giant 
who collects jewels arrives in a 
spaceship from another world. He 
grabs Nancy, a girl who’s wearing 
a huge diamond that strikes his 
fancy. When he touches her, he 
transmits a growth-power that even- 


tually turns /lerinto a giant Frigh- 
tened of her, her friends chain her 
down, but she eventually breaks 
loose and heads for town to find 
her husband, who has been going 
aroimd with another girl. When the 
giant woman catches up with the 
pair in a tavern, she literally tears 
the place apart. The hysterical girl- 
friend hides imder a table but is 
killed by falling wreckage. Nancy 
seizes her husband Harry in her 
huge hand and crushes him to 
death! In the end, she is shot & 
mortally wounded. 


In the 1960 remake of THE LOST 
WORLD, prehistoric dinosaurs were 
back in the form of modern lizards 
with little frills & things attached to 
them, and blown up. Bah! Hum- 
bug! Blow ’em all up, say we! Down, 
cheap living lizards posing as din- 
osaurs; up, expensive (but worth 
it) animated model dinosaurs! 

GORGO was great, especially 
when he went on his spate of de- 
struction thruout London; the Gar- 
gon, on the other hand, was nothing 
but the shadow of a lobster! in the 
terribly terrible TEENAGERS 
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FROM OUTER SPACE. 

THE BLACK SCORPION, via 
the master hand of master animator 
Willis O’Brien, attacked Mexico City 
in 1957. Same year, GODZILLA 
was first seen on the screen. Instead 
of Mexico City, San Francisco or 
New York, he pecked Tokyo. A 
sequel was promptly made and 
played Japanese theaters thruout 
the country as GODZILLA RAIDS 
AGAIN; an Americanized version 
caUed THE VOLCANO MON- 
STERS was planned— this finally 
wound up as GIGANTIS, THE 
FIRE MONSTER— with 2 pre- 
historic monsters for the price of 
one. 

Giant insects were back the next 
year in RODAN (known in Japan 
as RADON), plus a a>uple of jet- 
propelled pterodactyls (terror- 
dactyls). 

from robots 
to rhedosaurus 

A giant robot lumbered thru tlie 
opening sequences of THE 
MYSTERIANS. 

Giant star-fish types, with huge 
Cyclopean eyes in their centers, 
struck terror abroad (so far un- 
shown in the USA) in MYSTER- 
IOUS SATELLITE. 

There was a huge Cyclops in 
ULYSSES (1954), another in THE 
7th VOYAGE OF SINBAD and, fi- 
nally, a double-header (Siamese 
Cyclops, yeti) in THE 3 STOOGES 
MEET HERCULES. 

Bees as big as busses, a bird as 
big as a plane, and a chambered 
Nautilus (octopus-type undersea 
creature) menaced the men&women 
in Jul^ Verne’s MYSTERIOUS IS- 
LAND of recent date. 

VARAN THE UNBELIEVABLE 
was one more variation on the Jap- 
Einese cycle of a GodziUa-like mon- 
ster spreading ruination in the Land 
of the Rising Sun. 

In the serial PANTHER GIRL 
OF THE CONGO, a cray-fish was 
enlarged several times and turned 
into a "daw monster.” 

In another serial, Bela Lugosi 
controlled a giant robot (which 
sometime went out of control!) in 
THE PHANTOM CREEPS. 

The giant ape idea was revived 
in KONGA (1960) but he wasn’t 
one-tenth the "man” old Kong was. 

KRONOS (1957) was one of file 
screen’s more unusual monsters; a 
titanic tinker-toy of mashing metal; 
smashing cars, men, everything in 
its path. Over 100' tall, it towered, 
this metal monster from out of space 
16

that arrived on earth via a saucer- 
shaped meteor. Kronos had the ap- 
pearance of 2 huge metal boxes 
with a dome on top, a huge pipe 
thru the center, and 4 supporting 
tube-like legs to pound up & down 
like a pile-driver and move it for- 
ward on its path of destruction. 

THE BEAST PROM 20,000 FA- 
THOMS (a rhedosaurus) was a 


prehistoric monster asleep in the 
deep till Atomic bomb t^ts in the 
Arctic disturbed its million year 
sleep and it awoke to head for a 
warmer dimate, sinking ships, de- 
stroying li^t houses & cities along 
its path to its ancestral home near 
the Hudson river. In a spectacular 
chmax, the great beast was destroy- 
ed in the Coney Island amusement 
park. 

the dragon of 
dragons 

Let us dwell lovingly, now, on 
the dragon of all times: Siegfried’s 
dragon! SIEGFRIED was made in 
1923 by Fritz Lang, of far-flung 
METROPOLIS, DR. MABUSE, 
"M,” and WOMAN IN THE 
MOON fame. We may tell the whole 
story of Siegfried, sometime; of his 
magic sword and meeting with the 
Gnome King and cloak of invisi- 
bility and other wonders; but right 
now, let’s set the scene for Siegfried 
to do battle wifli the dragon! 

Siegfried is a blond hero of Ger- 
man mythology, a kind of fairy 
tale super man of great strength & 
daring. He possesses a marvelous 
sword with an incredibly keen 
blade, so sharp that a floating fea- 
ther touching its razor edge is in- 
stantly cut in two. 

He needs it now, this super sword 
of his, for as he emerges from a 
forest he spies the dragon beside 
a pool. 

And the dragon sees him! 

Warily, Siegfried approaches the 
monster. 

It wags its head in warning, lets 
out an ear-splitting roar. 

Fearful, but determined, Siegfried 
proceeds toward the encoimter; past 
the waterfall; closer . . . closer . . . 
to tile colossal creature. 

He leaps! Stabs at tiie dragon! 
But the beast’s tough hide is hard- 
ly pricked, even by the wondrous 
sword. 

The dragon is angered by the 
assaidt It opens wide its mighty 
jaws, snaps its crocodile-like teeth, 
snoiis thru its huge nostrils. 

Again Siegfried lunges, strikes at 
the leathery hide of the great beast. 
A trickle of blood oozes from its 
side. The dragon roars in anger. 

Like greased ii^tning, Siegfiried 
darts, dashes, strikes. 

The monster swipes with a talon- 
ed paw at die audacious human. 

Siegfried ducks just in time. 

Now the dragon is really aroused. 
The red-hot fury witiiin it that has 
been mounting, boiling, now bursts
